Meteor Passes Over—The News From 
Charleston—How the People Feel. 


Axron, Ohio, September 15.—People living 
fn the coal mining regions, embracing four 
towns and quite a large range of country, 
were awakened at 4 o’clock Sunday morning 
by a low rumbling noise, accompanied by 
shocks of earthquake so distinct that houses 
were terribly shaken, and articles on mantels 
were thrown to the floor. Several years ago 
ihe earth s«ttled several feet without apparent 
cause, ir this region; and the people 
sre badly frghtened, fearing they wil! 
be swalicwed up. To make matters more 
nppleasant a very large meteor yesterday 
morning possed over, shaking upa portion of 
the country, traveling close to the earth «nd 
ibrowing off heated particles every few feet. 
The meteor Ulaminated the country for a 
great distance, and is supposed to have struck 
the earth near the eastern part ofthe city, 
as the shock in that locality was distinctly 
felt immediately after the great fire ball 
passed, Sunday was one of special prayer bya 
great many people. 


THE DAY IN CHARLESTON. 


Patching Up the Houses—The Trouble with 
Bricklayers, Etc, 


CHARLESTON, September 13.—There is not 
wuch change in the situation today, but stren- 
nous eficorts are being made to patch up the 
houses in a rude way, to make them water 
tight and allow residences to be occupied and 
business resumed. 

Considerable excitement has been occasion- 
ed by the refusal of bricklayers to work for 
less than &5 per day. The objection, appar- 
ently, is net se much to the amount asked as 
tothe character of the work done, many of 
those claiming the advanced rate being incffi- 
cient, 

Under instructions from the treasury de- 
partment, Earle Sloan has visited the reported 
fissure on the Savannah and Charlestecn rail- 
road, and finds it due to the contiguity of a 
mill pond, and not to the earthquake, 

Mr. Siloen will visit the fissures in and 
about Summerville, and traverse the whole 
line of the South Carolina railway, examining 
the phenomena reported and observing spe- 
cially any changes in the level of the earth. 

At a special meeting of the city council to- 
day, Mayor Courtnay reported thatthe amount 
of the relief fund to this time is about $200,- 
om. He said further that with the large 
measure of relief netessary toreach the many 
sufferers, it was bardly necessary to say to the 
aldermen of Charleston how small this sum 
would be when divided among the suffsrers. 

“To show,” he said, “the gross ignorance as 
to the amount received and the meeds of the 
city, it bas been deliberately suggested that 
no taxes be levied next year and the relief 
fund be used instead. As the taxes in 1886 in 
Charleston reached nearly $900,000 it is easily 
seen how fallacious and misleading are such 


suggestions.”

The committee 
was also instructed to makearrangements for 
a mass meeting, which will be aadressed by 
prominent epeakers, to take place atan early 
date, and the proceeds of which will be de- 
voted to the needs of Baptist churches in 
Charleston.

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ISHAKING THE BUCKEYES. 
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THREE STRIKING STRIKERS 
Brought wp Before the Kecorder of 
Augusta. 


Avavsta, Ga., September 13.—[Spocial,]—It 
was developed in the recorder’s court this 
morning that twe of the operatives who went 
to work last weck in the Augusta factory wore 
set upon late Saturday night by three men, 
and one of the couple badly beaten. The two 
were surprised as they left an up town bar- 
room, and one of them, J. Allen, was knocked 
down and terribly beaten and bruised. The 
other escaped with a few blows but says he was 
seve gt by aman with a knife. Allen had 

een followed during the evening by three 
men, and he seemed to be the object of their 
attention. As he passed ont of another bar he 
heard one say: “There is the leader of the 
gang; we'll get him.” He did not then know 
what was meant, but he found out later, when 
he was struck over the eye and felled to the 
ground, He swore out warrants today against 
Fravk Odom, Golden Herman and Andrew 
McCann, and they were bound over 
insums of $200 each to appear before the 
recorder tomorrow. This case is rather sari- 
ous, as the prosecuting counsel isked for 
heavy bond, deciaring that several other cases 
would hang on this, acd that a case of intimi- 
Gation would probably be brought. It seems 
that Allen is one of Sthe men from the 
Riverside mills, who went to work in the 
Augusta factory. When he was so designated 
he was told by oneof his fellow employes 
“God-bye; and you had better telllyour friends 
good-bye.” 

The three men claim that they had nothing 
to dowith the case and that the attack was the 
result ofa gambling row. Itis not known 
whether the three men are Knights of Labor. 
Despite this disturbance thirteen operatives 
weazt to workin tho Augusta factory today, 
and the carding, weaving and spinning rooms 
are now§startea. 
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THE CIGAR MAKERS. 


A General Strike Inaugurated in Philade)- 
phia. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 13.—A general 
strike of the Knights of Labor cigar makers 
was inaagurated here today in pursuance of 
the resoluticn adopted by the executive board 
of district assembly No, 58. At a meeting 
held Sunday morning in effect that no Knight 
of Labor cigar maker wor'd be permitted to 
work in a shop where any members of the 
Cuban federation were employed. The Knight 
went to the factories where they were employ- 
ed this morning and firms were informed of 
the action of the executive committee. A 
majority, however, refused to discharge their 
Cuban workmen, and sirikes consequentg 
ly occurred in .~ the followin-— 
named factories: Mange, Werner & Co., one 
hundred and thirty men;: Sondheim, Loeb & 
Co., ten men; Joseph Poriuondo. six men; Do- 
mingo & Co., fifteen men; T, T. Smith, twelve 
men. Gacy Manales & Co., six men, In several 
of the smaUer shops, strikes have occurred, in- 
volving in each case from six to ten neon, The 
executive board were ocflicially notified that 
two hundred and thirty men in all had gone 
out. Early in the day all members of the 
Cuban federation employed by Holloway & 
Swain went out on strike. The secrotary 


of the federation authorized the men 
to take this step. He further 
stated that the Cubans would not 


return to work until Holloway and Swain 
conceded two things to the international un- 
ion, 100, of this city, viz: First, that all per- 
sons now employed on reduced brands of 
cigars, be dismissed, and all disobarged inter 

national men reinstated, Second, that firm 
agrce to pay 79 per thousand for cheroots; also 
that thoy continue to pay the same prices for 
cheaper grades of work tnat werein force 
previcus to this difficulty. 


THEY COULD NOT AGRGE. 


The Stove Manufacturers and their Employes 
Still Apart. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 13.—The confer- 
ence between the stove manufacturers and 
their employes and representatives of the 
Knights of Labor, took place today for the 
purpose of considering the demand for the 10 
ner cent advance in wages recently presented 
by the men. The conference lasted for seven 
hours, The employes assumed a decided stand 
against the grantingof the advance, and the 
representatives of the Knights of Labor offered 
to compromise upon an advance of 5 per cent, 
the new scale to remain in effect until the last 
Monday in June, 1887, at which time a sched- 
ule would be arranged for the ensuing year. 
This offer was refused by the manufacturers, 
and was at once withdrawn. No settlement 
could be effected and the situation remains the 
same, the strike of all operatives continuing, 
excepting in the case of a fewsmaller con- 
cerns which are notincluded in the manufac. 
turers association. 


The Shipbullders Quit Work. 


BATH, Me., September 13.—Workmen em: 
ployed inthe New England Ship Building 
company’s yard are on strike this morning on 
account of a cutin wages. The menin New 
England iron works are also out by order of 
the Knights of Labor. Only eight men out of 
seventy-five continue at work at the iron 
works,and only four outof 175 are busy at 
the ship yards. The men say they will remain 
out till the company yields. Superintendent 
Hyde, oftheiron works, saysthe company 
will stand by ifs determination to make a cut 
in the yard. If the men wish to work they 
may. The vacancies will be filled as fast as 
possible. Ifthe men stay out long they will 
not be taken back. Those wishing to work 
will be provided for. 


A Strike Ended. 


WILMINGTON, Del., September 13,—The 
strike of the Wilmington morocco workers, 
which began in March last, has been practical- 
ly ended, and the men will resume work. The 
old employes of two of the factories have been 
given permission by the executive board of the 
Knights of Labor to return to their places, and 
it is probable that the strike will be formally 
declared off ina day ortwo. Theterms of 
settlement are not known, but it is given ont 
that the new arrangements are satisfactory to 
all concerned. 


The Spinners’ Strike, 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., September 13.—The 
striking spinners in Schuyler and Boody’s 
mill did not goto work this morning. ‘The 
spinners’ assembly has resolved to stand by 
the strikers. All the milis in town belonging 
to the knit goods manufacturers’ association 
mill shut down tonight, throwing 2,000 hands 
out ofemployment. Both sides are deter- 
mined. 


Appotntment of New Bishops. 


New YORK, September 13.—Archbishop 
Corrigan received a cablegram from Rome this 
morning snnouncing the appointment of Very 
Rev. P. A. Ludden, of St. Peter’s church, Troy 
as bishop of the new diocese of Syracuse. 
Bishop Ludden is vicar general of the bishop 
of Albany. The sametelegram announces the 
appointment of Very Rev. Lawrence Scanlan, 
of Sait Lake City. Utah, as titular bishop and 
vicar apostolic of Utah territory. 


Impeaching a Mayor. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 13.—The com- 
mittee of the common council to inquire into 
the charges against the mayor, reported this 
afternoon in favor of impeachment. The vote 
stood 7 tol.

RESULT OF THE CONTEST Way 
DOWN EAST. 


The Republicans Have Things Pretty Much Their 
Own Way Despite the Fusion—A Light 
Prohibition Vote—The Campaign in 

Tennessee— Winchester Goes Dry 


PORTLAND, Mo., September 13.--The election 
is progresing very quictly, and a light voteis 
being cast. Bodwell, republican, for governor, 
leads by about the usual majority. Reed, re- 
publican, for copgress, is thought to be run- 
ning a little ahead of histicret here. Advices 
from the principal citiesin the state show that 
the weather is entirely propitious for election. 
Bangor, Lewiston, Bath, Augusta and larger 
towns all report “‘a fine day.” 

One hundred towns give Bodwell 27,853, 
Edwards 22,521, and Clark 1,448, against 
Robie, in 1884, 31,824; Redman, 24,157: prohi- 
bition, 573; greenback, 1,339, and scattering 7; 
republican plurality, 5,342, against 7,667, a 
joes of .2,325. Ome hundred and filty towns 
give Bodwell 34,532, Edwards 27,305, and 
Clark 1,765, against Robie, in 1884, 39,400; 
Redman, 29,24 prohibition, 649; greenback, 
1,518, and scattering 7. Republican plurality 
7,229, against 10,158, a loss of 2,931. 

One hundred and eighty towns give Bod- 
well 39,087, Edwards 32,014 and Clark 1,947; 
against Robie, in 1884, 44,641; Redman 33,936; 
prohibition 741, greenback 1,701 and scatter- 
ing 8; republican plurality 7,073 angainst 10,- 
705, a loss of 3,632, The congressional vote is 
being computed. The first district gives 1,200 
plurality for Reed and indications are that 
other districts wiil give much larger repub- 
lican figures. 

Lewiston, Me., September 13.—Returns 
from a large number of townsin the second 
district show that Dingley, republican, has 
been re-elected to congress by over 700 plu- 
rality over Garceion, democrat, and 3,000 ma- 
jority over all. Dingley runs ahead of the 
cupaltiesa ticket and Garcelon far behind. A 
large number of democrats voted for the 
Eustis, labor and the prohibition party can: 
didate. 

Ankroscoggin county, complete, gives Bod- 
woll, republican, 4,136; Edwards, democrat, 3,- 
574; Clark, prohibitionist, 370. Republican 
candidates for senator and for county officers 
are all elected, Republicans have elected all 
of the eleven representatives tothe legisla- 
ture, 

CALAIs, Me., September 13.—Thirty towns 
in Washington county: Bodwell, 3,666; Ed- 
wards,2,543, and Clark, 335. The same towns 
in 1884 gave Robie 4,236; Redman, 2,876; a net 
republican loss of 237. The remaining twenty- 
one towns in 1834 gave Robie 632 and Redman 
704. Bodwell will carry the county by 1,000 
majority. 

EasTPorT, Me, September 13.—The 
Knights of Labor nominated for representa- 
tive in the legislainure their master workman, 
who is also a prominent prohibitionist. The 
democrats nominated the same man, but de- 
spite this, at 2:30 p. m., everything pointed to 
a republican majorlty larger than at the last 
e'¢ection. 

AveustTa, Me., September 13---Chairman 
Manly, has sent the following telegram to 
the editor of the Tribune, New York: 

The result of today’s election isa far larger re- 
publican majority than was anticipated, the larg- 
est. Indeed, given inthe state for the past fifteen 
years, except in presidential rears. We expected 
seven or eight thousand plurality. The figures at 
this hour (J1 o’clock) indicate a plurality for Bod- 
well ofnotiess than 12.000,and not improbably 14,000. 
We have carried every congressional 
district and elected two-thirds to three-fourths of 
the legislature, thus securing the senate and 
county officers, probably in fourteen of the six- 
teen counties of the state. 

The +, plurality in this city is the larg- 
est ever thrown, being more than 700 out of a total 
yote of 1,800. 2 

The total vote of the state will be above 13,700, 
which is extraordinarily large for an off year. Out 
of this aggregate, the third party will not exceed 
3,500, far lets than was expected by the leaders of 
the movement.

The Fisheries Question—The Public Printer 
Files His Bond. 


WASHINGTON, September 13,—No demand, 
‘neremptory’ or otherwise, for the release 
and restoration of Canadian vessels seized in 
Alaskan waters has been received at the state 
department, nor have questions possibly in- 
valved in the seizures reached the secretary 
from any official source. Some of the remark- 
able utterances recently telegraphed from 
Ottawa and attributed to a member of the 
dominion cabinet are thought at the depart- 
ment to be fabrications, it being incredible 
that any person holding a place of such grave 
responsibility should, with the meager infor- 
mation now in hand, pledge the Canadian 
and British -government to an arbitrary 
course, and in advance, even of the presenta- 
tion of their case to this government , to pre- 
dict “lively times,’ unless demands are at 
once complied with.

Nobody buta vile, 
cowardly puppy would assail Ross in such 
language. I recognize the earmarks. Iam as 
devoted to the prohibition movement as any 
man in the state, but I pro to act decently 
and reasonably. The As rm does not repre- 
sent the sentiments of one-fourth of the pro- 
hibitionists, and is an insult to the other 
three-fourths. I think it ought to be and will 
be denounced and repudiated by most of the 
prohibitionists.”

A BLOODY AND FATAL ENCOUN- 
TER IN MBRIVW ETHER.

Bill Odum Cruelly Abuses Hie Wife and Turns fer 
Out of Doors -Me Follows Her to Her Retreat 
and Opens Fire-He is Finally Killed 
by Mis Brother-in -law—Details. 


GREENVILLE, Ga., September 13,—[Special.] 
Frank Freeman shot and killed Bill Odom 
yesterday at 11 o’clock. The parties wore 
brothers-in-law and barkeepers in Greenville, 
though the killing occurred three miles in the 
country. Odom formerly boarded with Mrs. 
Freeman, having married her daughter carly 
in the present year. He is said to have troat- 
ed his wife cruelly and tyrannically. Yester- 
day he slapped her jaws and drove her from 
his home. Running to her mother’s residence, 
her brother Frank procured a horse and buggy 
and carried his sister to the home of her 
uncle, Mr. Henry Blalock, three miles from 
Greenville. 

THE HUSBAND FOLLows, 

Odem soon appeared at the home of his 
mother-in-law, flourished his pistol and 
threatened to kill the unprotected 
ladies unless they told him where 
bis wife was. Driving out to Mr. Blalock’s, 
Odom rushed into the yard. Finding the door 
locked he fired through the door and window, 
the second shot striking Frank Freeman in 
the back but glancing, did no special injury. 

SHOT DEAD. 

Freeman fired the third shot, hitting Odom 
in the breast. Freeman opened the @or when 
Odom shot two or three shots more, emptying 
his pistol. Freeman, in the meantime, fired 
two shots, both striking Odomin the head. 
A final hand-to-hand struggle ensued, Odom 
being badly, beaten over the head with F'ree- 
man’s pistol, Odom died in a short time. 

HE WASA HARD CASE, 

The deceased had been in Greenville over 4 
year and was regarded asa violent man, al- 
ways carrying a pistol, and in his quarrols 
keeping his hand on his hip pocket. He had 
killed his step-father before coming to Green 
ville. Freeman came to town and reported to 
the marsbal avd sheriff. Public opinion 
wholly justifies Freeman and no arrest has 
been made, Freeman is a quiet, inoffensive 
man who has never before been engaged in a 
difficulty. 


THE MURDERER MORRIS. 
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He Expresses His Great Love for the Man 
Whom He Killed, 

CLARKESVILLE, Ga., September 13,—[Spe- 
cial.}--The murder of Jasper Henderson has 
been again brought to the front by the ar- 
taignment of the Dodd women as accessories 
to the crime. Robert Morriv, who has already 
been convicted of the crime, was interviewed 
a day or twosince. He said: 

“Tell the people that I am in the best of 
bealth, and have been since my confinement, 
except about a week last Christmas, when I 
suffered from the effec's of an old hurt, The 
confinement here goes a little hard, but I am 
well treated. They give me as much to eat as 
two men would want and a good place to 
sleep.” 

Speaking of Jasper Henderson, ho said: 
“Nobody hates this affair like I do. I loved 
Jasper Henderson better than any brother 
that I have. Had anybody ever told me that 
he wou!d ever have lifted an ax to kill me, I 
wouldn’t have got close enough to him to have 
been hit with the ax, but 1 just knew, drunk 
or sober, that Jasper would never harm a hair 
of my bead, but when I saw him raise the ax, 
I never saw such a look on his face before, and 
I knew he meant to kill. I shot him to pre- 
ventit.” Morris says that he left to give 
notice of the deed. (It will be remembered 
that a witness swore that Morris came by and 
told her of is.) Returning to the scene of the 
murder, one of the women begged him to have 
him removed, which he did by taking him off 
down in the woods, but at about 11 o’clock 
that night he returned and again movod the 
bedy back to where he was killed, 

Morris again expressed his love for Jasper 
and all the Henderson family. He said that 
he thought none the less of the Henderson 
boys for having him brought to trial—that he 
etill likea them as well as heever did. He 
said that he had confessed the crime and had 
told the truth, and now only wished to have 4 
fair hearing. 

In answer toa question about Henderson’s 
mind he replied that he didn’t think it souad 
at times—said that he had killed a man about 
ten years ago, which with very hard drinking 
had at times affected his mind. ‘‘D@you re- 
member when he whipped his wife a year or 
so ago?” Well, youremember Jim Harris pro- 
pared for his wife a warrant for Jasper's ar- 
rest. Did you know thatit came near cost- 
ing Harris his life? Well, one night Jasper 
seemed to be unusually out of sorts. He waa- 
ted mo to go to town with him, which I 
agreed todo. Jasper took his gun, and after 
going some piece, I asked what he was go ng 
todo with it. He replied that he was going 
to fix Jim Harris so he would never hurt any 
one else’s business. [I staid with him uatil 
after midnight, persuading him out of his in- 
tentions; but tince then have heard him re- 
peat his threats, both drunk and suber, I te'l 
you Jasper was one of the most desperate men 
I ever knew wien he was mad, but one of the 
most whole soul fellows that ever lived when 
he liked you, and I did love the man.”’ 

Morris inquired about the effects of the 
earthquake, and seemed interested about it. 
He ssid the jail shook considerably, He first 
thought itto be a heavy wind, but aftera 
second thought knew that enough wind could 
not get inthe jail toshake hiscage. He said 
he wasn't frightened much, but would have 
heen if he had known what was going ou in 
time. 


MISCEGENATION LN SOUTH GEORGIA. 


A Negro Elopes With a White Woman—The 
Couple Caught. 

VALDosTA, Ga., September 13.—[Special.]— 
Last Wednesday night, a mulatto man, acco2- 
panied by a white woman, reached Valdosta 
about eight o'clock. They came in a buggy, 
and were bound southward, Just before 
reaching here, their horse was taken sick, and 
it Was with some apparent difficulty that thoy 
arrived safely in town he negro soon en- 
gsged the services of Mr. T. W. Stallings, who 
bas the reputation of being a horse doctor, 
While Mr. Stallings was administering to his 
horse patient, he noticed that the woman was 
crying and seemed to bein trouble, His sus- 
picions were aroused, and he reported the 
matter to some friends. In the meauwhile 
the colored man and his companion had left 
town, going in the direction of Florida, They 
stopped at the residence of Mr. M. C, Uimer, 
about two miles from town, and askei for 
loc gings for the night. The negro being @ 
bright mulatto, and Mr. Ulmer looking at 
him in the moon light, no doubts wore raised 
in his mind as tothe character of his would- 
be guesis, or the race of either. The couple 
were admiited under Mr. Ulmer’s hospitable 
100f and asked out to supper. The man said 
he was sick end would retire bat “his wife 
would sup with thefamily.” Some time after 
the inmates of the house had retired, a party, 
who had been on the track of the suspicious 
couple, reached Mr, Ulmer's and inquired if 
he bad apy strangers within his house. He 
was told what opinions had been formed of 
bis guests, and that in all likelihood the man 
waranegro, Early next morning Mr, Ulmer 
end his frieuds were up waiting for the ap- 
peerspce of the stranger. When he came from 
bis room and met his host, he was told by an 
efiicer present that he must go back to Val~ 
dosta and explain matters) He asserted-most 
potitively that he wasa white man and mar- 
ried his companion three years ago in Colum- 
bus; but his bair and features Clearly indi- 
cated his origin. Mr. Ulmer was naturally 
very indignant at the thought that 9 negro 
map and white woman bad thus imposed apon 
him. The couple were brought back to town 
and lodged in jail. The man has since con- 
fessed that he iwanegro, and stated that he 
and the woman were on their way to Florida, 
where they intended to marry, The 
beil from Berrien county.

cescripiions there bas been a marked increase of 
Jate years. They are due, pernavs, in a great 
measure, tothe changed conditiyus of the coun- 
tiy produced by the late war But to whatever 
caure attributed, the increase isa fact. Crimes of 
a dfring or despesate character May not be more 
numerous thau tormerly, but crimes of a knavish 
cr tiicky kind certainly are. Who ever heard, be- 
fore the war, of somany defalcations as are now 
constantly occurring,so tmany breaches of trust 
and confidence? Who ever heard ofs0 much Cor- 
ruption in politics, or so much venality in public 
oficials? Who ever heard, before the war, of such 
‘tricks in trade’ as are now practiced—of such 
great gambling operations on the stock and pro- 
duce exchapges—of such a vitiated commercial 
system as these operations show, in fact con- 
strain? When we come toexamine prison startis- 
tics, too, Mr. Beecher’s explanation fails. The 
number of penitentiary convicts have increased 
in a greater ratiothan the increase of population; 
and this can hardly be contributed toa stricter 
aud severer administration of the laws, for there 
was never betore so much complaint about the es- 
cape of criminals from deserved punishmeat— 
never before so many ‘‘lynchings’’ because of ap- 
prehension thatthe evil doers might escape pun- 
isbment in legal form. 

We conclnde that while there may of late years 
bave been no incicase of crime of a bloody or dar- 
ing character, there has certainly been an in- 
crease of other descriptions of crime.

They will, therefore, 
always be present to take, atthe command of the 
superintendent or principal of the jscho»! which 
they attend, the places of teachers who mays b> 
absent. When there are no temporary vscaucies 
the assistants will be assigned to perform sa? 
duties, in the line of teaching, as tne principal 
may direct. They will be expected to familiarize 
themselves with all the daties pertaining to the 
echools in order that they may be qualifi- d w fl 
any position when called or to doso Although 
their salaries wiil not be aatye they will have al- 
ways in posepess something better, since it will be 
proviced that permanent vacancies occurring lu 
the positions of teachers snall be filed from among 
the axsiatapts.

~Love's Labcr Lost. 
From the Ban Francisco Call. 


Among the books relating to the late war of 
the rebellion, one of the most interestiag is 
“Three Moriths in the Southern States.” It is 
becoming extremely rare, and there are prob- 
ably but few copies extant. The one before 
us bears the imprint of 8. H. Goetsel Mobile, 
i864. Itconld hardly be styled an “Elition 
ce luxe.” The paperis by no means aristo- 
cratic; about one remove in quality above the 
wrappers which come daily to our kitchen 
doors around steaks and chops. The binding 
is rather more pretentious and high-toned— 
being nothing more or less than wall paper of 
an intricate but old-fashioned pattern. In the 
latter days of the couféderacy leather was scarce 
and dear,so,that like solid men at the north who 
happened to be drafced,theywere obliged to find 
& substitute. These wallpaper editions are now 
much sought after by collectors of curious 
books, and, in consequence, will soon be out of 
the market. The author of the little volume 
in question is Lieutenant-Colonel Fremantle, 
of the Coldstream Guards—the crack regiment 
of the united kingdom. The title of colonel, 
of late years, in the British army, has become 
honorary. Colonel is usually conferred upon 
some member of the royal family, or bestowed 
as a compliment upon a foreign prince in re- 
turn for like favors. Hence, Fremantle was 
really first in command of the Guards, and, 
being very well] connected, was an important 
persopage in English military circles, and 
quite a figure atthe Army and Navy club. 

Obtaining ieave of absence early in 1863, he 
sailed for Havana, and was taken from thence 
in & man-of-war tc Matamoras, on the Rio 
Grande, opposite Brownsville, Texas. From 
this point he made his way through the 
length and breadth of the southern confeder- 
acy. He visited all the armies, the leading 
cities, and tock occasion to interview the 
principal men south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. As the guest of Lee and Longstreet he 
witnessed the battle of Gettysburg, after 
which be made his way to London via New 
York. He has thrown his racy narrative in- 
to the form ofa diary, although there is in- 
ternal evidence of the fact that some portions, 
at least, were written up after his return, 

He wakes his entry into Brownsville in a 
buggy, which he takes pains to explain, is ‘‘a 
light gig on four wheels.” About a mile out 
of town he passes a tree bearing a species of 
frnit which was quite new to him, styled by 
Texan horticulturisis the ‘“ Virpendens’—a 
man hanging by the neck from the limb of a 
tree. At Brownesville is the first glimpse of 
the boys iu gray. A group of officers huddled 
around a campfire contemplating a tin of pota 
toes. He meets with a royal welcome from 
the capt:i', who opens the conversation in 
tois wise: “We're givin’ em —— on the Mis- 
sistippi, on the Sabine and in various other 
places.” His next acquaintance is the Ameri- 
can cocktail, and he iscandid enough to confess 
that,although it is a curious mixtare, he finds it 
on the whole rather good. There needs no 
ghost come from the grave to tell us this, be- 
causeas we follow the colonel in his five hun- 
dred mile jourrey across the Texan plains we 
discover that the cocktail and his nibs have 
become the best of friends, ‘‘I am really get- 
ting used,” he atlength writes, “to takiag a 
drink and shaking hands with everybody.”’ 

After three weeks or 8o of this corit of thing, 
they reach ‘‘civilization.” There are wayside 
inns now, with accommodations for man and 
beast. “Six of us,’ saysthe colonel, “‘pigged 
last night in a room as big as a closet, and paid 
a dollar apiece fur the privilege.” He soon 
learns to start on the double quick at the firs; 
tinkle of the dinwer bell, and to hold his own, 
in rapacity aud voracity, with any of the na- 
tives. He actually comes, after a season, to 
boit his dinner ata rate which reduces the 
record even in Texas. He usually goes to bed 
with his boots on, not, as might be inferred, by 
reason of the growing intimacy with his new 
acquaintance, the American cocktail, He 
gives two reasons: First, that the boots are 
cleaner than the ‘beastly bed;”and again that, 
being high priced luxuries, they are liable to 
be ‘annexed”’ during the night by somoneigh- 
bor. 

At last they reach Louisiana and a rickety 
railioad. Ibis was beforethe days of patent 
buficts and the Miller platform. Before start- 
ing, first came a preliminary snort from the 
engine, then a brakoman yelled *‘All aboard!” 
then the cars started with a tremendous jork, 


which upset about half the peo- 
ple on board. The colonel finds 
one consolation, bowever, that the pass- 


engers “are allowed to usetheir discretion as 
to whether they shall break arm, neek or lez, 
without interference by railway officials.’ At 
one point there was atrickety trestle, ap- 
proached by a down grade, with an up grade 
at the other end a little too steep for the 
wheezy locomotive. Accordingly, at the top 
of the grade, the brakes were taken off, and 
ith alisteam on the train thandered down 
the track and acrots the flimsy bridge, trastiog 
tothe momentum and to good luck to carry 
them over and up the otherside. “We weat 
like h— beating tanbark,” says the colonel, 
who is now so entirely %homein the veraa- 
cular in Louisiana that he can at last wash his 
face without exciting the astonishment of the 
bystanders, ‘“‘mingled with contempt.” 

He crossess the great river opposite Natchez, 
and starts immediately for Jackson, the capi- 
tal of the state of Mississippi. Now he 1s in 
for it, for only three days before Grant had 
fired all the public buildings and governmoat 
stores, and turning from the smoking ruios 
had swung around by the left flank and in- 
vested Vicksburg. Arrived in Jackson he finds 
the people amazed and in despair and vory 
suspicious of strangers. He was arrested at 
once, andthe angry mob wouldn’t listen to 
any evidence or look at his papers. The sita- 
ation was getting serious, decidedly so. Fin- 
ally an Irishman, evidently a local magnate, 
came forward. ‘I hate the English govern- 
ment,” said he, “because of the wrongs of Ire- 
land, but if you are really a British officer, you 
are welcome to my house.’”’ Papers and passes 
were produccd, and the disappointed crowd 
disperecd., 

General Jo. Johnston, who had been driven 
from Jacksov, bad returned, and was now 
busy with plans fer the reliefof Vicksbarg. 
Colone] l'remantiec, as his guest, dined with 
the staff, but the table service was not exacily 
so id silver or Wedgewood ware. There was 
one fork,a disabled and crippled veteran, it 
would seem, for one of the prongs was missing. 
This, as an espccial mark of honor, wis placed 
at the disposai of the guest. Tae others dined 
a ja Chinois, with fingers and chopsticks. 
General Johnston talked vory freely with Co- 
lonel IFrmantic. His estimate of military 
men, both north and south. as reported, was 
tingularly just. One point, however, he was 
very positive abeut, that a union of the south- 
ern states with hades was more probable than 
areunion with the north, “No, sir,” said 
the confederate general, ‘if defeated we shall 
elect to become au English province.” Perhaps 
this wasa ekiliful cast of the line in the direc- 
tion of British intervention, for we may be 
sure thatthe moment the colonel landed in 
Texas, his mission was well understood 
throughout the south. Fremantle intended 
to visit Vicksburg, but, fortunately for him, 
Grant arrived beiore he did and shut all the 

ates. 

The colonel is off for Mobile now,but doesn’t 
forgetto pay sume bandsome compliments to 
the handsome ladieosof Jackson, who had no 
doubt made it uncommonly pleasant for him. 
indeed the colone! evidently has a weakness 
in the direction of pretty girls, and it is not 
unlikely that, being a handsome young Eag- 
leh officer, he was smiter aud smitten at the 
sae time. 

After Colone) tb remantie had left Mobile, 
where he inspected the defenses and received 
every attention, he paid a visit to the army ef 
General Bragg, at Shelbyville, Tenn., about 
twenty-five miles south Murfreesboro.

One of the 
atter, however, it seems, man to get the 
best of him. He invited, on me anctenh, a 
brigade of scrawny and tough old maids aad 
one very pretty girl to meet the general. Har- 
dee began with the beauty, and then out of 
gallantry felt obliged to swing around the 
circle and kiss every one of the sisters, cousins 
and aunte, and one of them, to complete the 
victory, meekly inquired of the general why 
he did not leave off fighting at his age. Gen- 
eral Cheatham, “a stout, rather rough-looking 
man—he does all the necessary swearing ia 
the first army corps”—the commander, Gener- 
al Polk, who was a bishop before thé war, was 
entirely unfitted for the protanity department 
of duty; General Polk our traveler is delighted 
to mect, “for, instead of being a beastly cad, 
you know, he speaks English like an English 
gentleman.”’ 

The confederates in camp treat the colonel 
handsomely. They get up dinner parties: 
they take him along the front; explain the 
newly invented system of lantern signals, and 
regale him with some highly colered accounts 
of the late campaign, Here he meets Colonel 
St. Leger Greenfeli, a countryman of his, a 
dare- devil soldier of fortune who had cast his 
lot with the confederacy. A matter of fact 
and truthful history of this man’s life would 
be more sensational and exciting than any 
novel. Vallandigham is also in camp. He 
had been ariested in Ohio and sent south un- 
der a flag of truce, on the ground that such an 
outepoken and loud- mouthed sympathiser with 
the southern cause ought to be in the house 
of his friends. The confederates refased to 
receive him, and he was accordingly “damped” 
by the federal troops at a point about midway 
between the lines. From there he made his 
w-y to General Polk’s headquarters, and was 
welcomed as a destitute stranger. 

From Tennessee the colonel makes his way 
to Charleston. The day before his departure, 
the confederates offered to send out a scouting 
party and get up a little brush for his benefit, 
but be very sensibly declined to have anybody 
butchered to make a Britisn holiday. At 
Charleston he is feted and feasted by every: 
body. General Beauregard is in command 
there, and anxicus about Vicksburg. He ad- 
mits to his English guest that Grant has dis- 
played uncommon vigor, “considering that he 
was a man of no military capacity.” ‘The con- 
dition of the city showed the effects of the 
blockade; the lighting and paving of the 
etreets had gone to the bad; most of theshops 
were shutup; it wasnot easy to buy even 
arcarf. Semetimes doring the colonel’ visit, 
blockade runners slip into port. These he 
evidently regarded as magnificent instances 
of British energy and enterprise, In parting, 
Beauregard takes occasion to assure his guest 
that rather than return to the union he would 
submit to the emperor of China. 

On to Richmoxud—but Wilmington, en route, 
our tourists again meets Vallandigham, roar- 
ing with delight over the fact that the Ohio 
coy perheads have nominated him for govern- 
or “If duly elected, sir,” says the exiled 
statesman, ‘‘i shall be able to dictate peace.” 

The account of the condition of affairs at 
Richmond is of absorbing interest. So arethe 
personal sketches and the interviews with 
leading men, particularly those with Benja- 
min and Jefferson Davis. Both of them pat 
the southern case to him with wonderful 
shrewdness. Benjamin he describes as “a 
stout, dapper littie man, of Hebrew extraction, 
and undoubted talent.” His plan for recog- 
bition by England of the southern confedera- 
cy was ingenious enough. He told Colonel 
Fremantle that the civil war was anything 
but a rebellion, for in or- 
der to bea rebel one must rebel against some 
one who has a right to govern. Aud what 
right has New York togovern Virginia? His 
suggestion was that England should at once 
sieze California, which was uprotected, annex 
itto British Celumbia, and then blockade 
every northern port. This bait thrown out to 
excite English cupidify was not the only hint 
of the kind, 

Colonel Fremantle called on Jefferson Davis, 
who seems to have made a great impression on 
him, “Nothing can exceed,” he says, “the 
charm of his manner, which i3 simple, easy 


and most fascinating.” Mr. Davis “sees” 
Mr. Benjamin and ‘goes him one 
better.” He solemnly assures the colo- 
nel that if England intervenes, instant- 


ly Maine will join Canada, as the more 
intelligent people of that state “have a horror 
of being under the thumb of Massachusetts.” 
This astonishing bit of news, warranted to be 
gospel truth, would have excited inextinguish- 
able laughter among the people of the old 
pinetree state. After visiting the capital and 
inspecting the flags captured from the federal 
troope, which were “very gorgeous, all silk 
and gold,” our tourist obtains lettersto Lee 
and Longstreet and starts for the front. la 
passing through the Shenandoah valley he 
makes but few entriesiu his diary... One of 
them is tothis effect: “Stonewall Jackson 
seems to be a regular demi-god in this coun: 
try.” Lee's advance cavalry about this time 
are watering their horses in the Potomac. The 
whole army is heading for Pennsylvania. He 
scon catches up with the marching column 
and admires the appearance of the men—tneir 
reckless, off-hand manner and nonchalance, 
their perfect confidence that they can thrash 
“the Yanks’ without haif trying. This pictare 
is not overdrawn, for it is well known that at 
no period of the war were the southern troops 
so well fed, clothed and equipped, and 80 eager 
for a fight, as they were on the march to Got- 
tysburg. 

Colonel Fremantle overtakes Longstreet, 
whom he describes as a thickest, determined- 
looking, taciturn man, presents his letters, and 
is at once invited tothe messtable of the staff 
and made at home in every way. At Cham- 
bersburg Longstreet presents the travoler to 


General Lee He describes him as with- 
out exception, the handsomest man 
he had ever seen, He was 


dressed in a long gray jacket, blue trousors. 
tucked in riding boots, and a black felt hat, 
three stars upon his collar denoted his rank. 
He was splendidly mounted; his manner was 
courteous and full of dignity, At this point 
an amusing incident occurred. Hood’s Texans 
were to plunder the town. 
permit this, but detailed them to destroy some 
barrels of whisky which had beon seized for 
the use of the army, butit did not prove to 
be convenient to carry them away. ‘Think,’ 
says Fremantie, “what those poor Texans 
must have suffered in being obliged to destroy 
their beloved whisky.” 
Now comes the mosi interesting chapter in 
the book by all odds: the battle of Gettysburg, 
as it appeared to a man up a tree, for the colo 
nel roosted in the top of atall pine on Seminary 
Ridge, and had a good view of the conflict. He 
was with Longstreet’s corps on the Ist of July. 
The troops wero then hurrying along the 
Chambersburg road. Reverberating among 
the hille—which are the walls of t1e pass 
through the South mountains—came the boom 
of distant artillery. Reynolds and Buford had 
struck A. P. Hill’s corps, which was in advance. 
As the afternoon wore on # long procession of 
the wounded, in ambulances and on stretchers, 
began to pass by on the way totherear.

He is 
watebing, with his field glass, the progress of 
the fight. During the afternoon he seads 
avd receives but one message. “It is clear, 
rays the colonel, “that Lee arranges his plan 
battle very fully aud completely at the ont- 
, and then leaves the details to his able 
utepants.

a prolonged jolt on | Langatreet over the field, and gives a vivid | 


ption of the terrible scene. The dead 
were still unburied, and hundreds of -dyiag 
men turned their glazed eyes toward the 
party as they rode by. When the fearfal can- 
nonade opened on the third day the colonel 
finds his tree in the path of the flying mis- 
siles. He rode into town, buteven there the 
air isalive with shells, which barst around 
him. A little boy who is riding with him 
takes a diabolical pleasure in this exhibitiou 
of fireworks, and screams with delight every 
time a bomb explodes. “Thisarchin wae only 
12 years old,” gays the writer; “I never found 
out who he was,”’ The colonel retarns to his 
pine tree, resolved to take the chances. ' Pick- 
ett, inthe meantime, had made his famous 
charge, and hed been repulsed. The wounded 
are Already returning through tbe woods, 
some hobbling on crutches improvised from 
two rifles, others are carried on stretchers. 
The procession grows larger. At last there is 
& perfect stream of them, “like the crowd in 
Oxford street during the middie of the doy.” 
He finds Longstreet sitting on a fene2 over- 
looking the field. He explains what has hap- 
pened, and rides off to rally the men and give 
orders. Fremantle is very enthusiastic, aud 
justly so, over General Lee’s conduct at this 
very serious juncture, aud is very positive in 
his opinion that if the federal general had fol- 
lowed up his success instantly hisarmy would 
have been in a terrible position, so far from 
home and with so little ammunition left. 
_ After the battle Longstreet tells him two 
important facts—that the action had been 
brought on prematurely, by the advanee and 
attack of Buford and Reynolds. This disar- 
ranged Lee's plans, and forced a general battle 
atopce. And again that a fatal mistake had 
been made in not making the final chargo, 
with twice the number of men; this could 
have been done by contracting the lines. 

The colonel now bids farewell to his confed- 
erate friends and makes his way into the union 
lines, where he is recoived by Genera} Kally. 
‘To my immense raptureand relief,” says Fre- 
mantie, “I found him a fect gentleman.”’ 
Hiis southern hosts had n careful to im- 
press on his mind that one could not be foand 
in the northern ranks, Making his way to 
New York, he arrives in time to see the draft 
riots, and then takes the steamer for home. 
We take leave of him .with regret that his 
book is not twice as large, and with theim 
pression that the author must be a jolly good 
fclow. To please his southern friends, how- 
ever, and in return for their hospitality, he 
takes pains, every now and then, to sneer at 
the “yankees.”’

Cotton and Business. 

The Fnancia) Chronicle has issued its sum- 
mary of the cotton crop for the year ending 
September 1, 1886. 

The total crop this year reaches 6,550,215 
bales, while the exports are 4 343,991 bales, 
and the spinners’ taking are 2 117,676 bales, 
leaving astock on hand at the close of the 
year of 173,728 bales. 

New Orleans and Galveston have not oaly 
recovered the previous year’s loss, but have 
nearly touched the highest total—the latter 
being due to the larger Texas crop almost 
wholly, and the former in part to the better 
yield in the Mississippi valley, but in part 
aleo'to the new railroad connections. 

The Chronic‘e says: 

Itis interesting to note the progress of cotton 
spinning in the world since the close of our own 
war, which the foregoing statement so clearly 
marks, beginning in 1866-67 with about five million 
bales of 400 pounds each and reaching its culmiaa- 
ling pointin 1582 83 whenthe total was about ‘', 
million bales of same weight, being an increase of 
4% million balesor about 90 per cent. Looking at 
the growth insix year periods we find that the 
total consumed in the first six years was 52’; mil- 
lion bales, with an increase between the first and 
Jast year of that period of 24.1 per cent, in the sec- 
©udsix years 41’, million bales, with an increase 
between the firstand last yearof that period of 
338 percent, andin the third six years 52 million 
Dales, with an increase between the first and last 
year ofthat period of 28.6 per cent,—showing no 
great difference inthe percentage of growth du- 
ring the firstand last periods. But perhaps the 
point of chief interest to our readers because of ‘ts 
more intimate bearing on the future use of cotton, 
is the fact that European consumption was during 
the pastyearcnly alittle inexcess ofthe con- 
£ulption of 1581.52, showing a loss since 1882-83 of 
154,000 bales, or about 3,500 bales per week. As 
this loss coveis three years of increase in popula- 
tton andofeconomy onthe part of consumers, 
there would be good reason for expecting active 
trade now, and a pretty safe basis for anticipating 
alarge resumption of work the coming season, 
were the present depression an ordinary case of 
verproduction, rest and recuperation. 

A furtl er point, and one of chief practical inter- 
‘st tous in considering Europe’s use of cotton, is 
the source of Europe’s supply of the raw material. 
ina general way this is familiar to our readers. 
But the distribution of the supply asa whole is 
very imperfectly understood; even the total rela- 
tive contribution of the United States is not appre- 
ciated by many, since our crop isgenerally stated 
in ordinary bales, while in reality our bales are s0 
much largerthan the average as tomake acom- 
parison in ordinary weights misleading. Last year 
for the first time we incorporated into this report 
ateble covering these 6nd other matters, which 
we had prepared forour own use. The figures are 
FO arranged that not only the cotton which goes 
to Europe annually is seen, but also what is done 
With it atter it gets there—that is what isconsumed 
aud what gocsinto stock; and as all is stated in 
uuiform bales of 400 pounds each, the column of 
#tccks visible and invisible becomes a very useful 
test ofany figures of European consumption. A 
fact of importance which the statement discloses 
is, (hat the supply from Juaia and other countries 
(taking cach six years’ average for comparison) 
has remained nearly Stationary during the entire 
period, varying of course, within certain limits 
ircin year to year, with the natural variations in 
weather and growth. This means that the United 
States has supplied and must supply in the future 
#Ly increase in consumption. 

The revival oftrade in the United States 
must in some measure help European indus- 
ties. Our fears about the currency have 
‘been quieted, and the season closes with a 
Marvellous contrast to the condition of 
things some twelve or fourteen months ago. 
At present, labor is occupied, the looms and 
*pindles are all busy, stocks of goods are 
emal), the margin between cotton ani cloth 
8 lair, and consumption is rapidly increas- 
ing. 

Our authority takes the following encour- 
fping view:

Money Sharks Trying to Boycott Geor- 
gia. 

Yesterday we referred to the action of the 
New York Stock exchange in refusing to list 
the bonds of Georgia, and quoted recent 
sales to show that some unlisted securities 
bring a better price than those which are 
listed. 

It seems that Mr. Henry Clews has made 
his periodical assault upon Georgia’s credit 
with his old-time vigor and mendacity. 
Having the fullest confidence in the old 
maxim, ‘‘A lie well stack to is as good as 
the trutb,’’ Mr. Clews lachrymosely be- 
seeched the governing board of the stock ex- 
chavge to have nothing todo with the se- 
cnrities of a state whose acts of repudiation 
bad caused him to bea heavy loser. His 
ex parte statements persuaded the following 
gentlemen to sign this protest : 

We, the undersigned holders of repudiated bouds 
of the state of Georgia, have learned that an ap- 
plication has been made for listing upon your ex- 
change new issues of bonds of that state. We re- 
spectfully urge upon you that so long as the name 
of Georgia remains dishonored by repudiation, you 
should stamp upon such application your absolute 
disapproval, and thus maintain the well known 
and uncompromising hostility which the New 
York Stock exchange has always shown against 
bad faith and dishonest practices. 

“This is signed by Richard Irvin & Co., Drexel, 
Morgan &'Co., Morton, Bliss & Co., Foster & Thom- 
‘on. James B. Johnston, National Broadway bank, 
F. W. Milbank, Henry Clews & Go., C. Von Hofl- 
man & Co., Hallgarten & Co., Russell Sage, Fulton 
bank of Brooki)n, C. F. Timpson & Co., Herman 
R. Le Roy. receiver; Walter 8, Johnson, of the 
Marine National bank, Same] Raynor « Co., New 
York Warehouse and Security company, Morris K. 
Jesup, James R. Jesup, Secretary G. N. Conklin, of 
the Metropolitan Savings bank, and the Commer- 
cial Warehouse company.” 

Upon this showing and protest the com- 
mittee refused to list the bonds, The true 
inwardness of this flurry is plain enough. 
The money sharks are trying to force Geor- 
gia to pay a fraudulent debt, and this is the 
light in which the country views, the whole 
proceeding. The St. Louis Republican sums 
up the case as follows: 

The $8,000,000 bonds which the peop e of Georgia 
repudiated, or rather disowned, were not a debt of 
their making. They had nothing to do with them. 
They were bonds conceived and issued in fraud by 
the carpet-bagger state government violently im- 
posed on the people by the administration at 
Washington. They were called railroad aid bonds, 
but no railroad was built with them; the greater 
number ofthem were simply divided round be- 
tween the parties who issued them and their 
friends, with nothing in the stateto show for 
them. When the carpet-baggers were overthrown, 
a' d the people came in control of their state, they 
disowned the transaction and declared themselves 
not responsible for the fraudulent bonds, This is 
the whole case in brief, and it has not impaired 
the genera) confidence in the honesty of the peo- 
ple of Georgia in any degree. Even the money- 
Jenders of New York are giving 105 for 444 per cent 
Georgia bonds—a fact which shows that the state 
will be able to borrow all the money it may need 
at a low rate of interest in spite of the New York 
Stock exchange. 

Itis known toall, except those who are 
wilfully blind, that Georgia has repudiated 
no debts. Thealleged bonds spoken of by 
Mr. Clews are bogus bonds. When they 
were issued, in violation of the law, the 
state treasurer refused tosign them. The 
world was put upon notice thatthe bonds 
were spurious, and their fraudulent charac- 
ter was common talk in every financial cen- 
tre. 

The Financial and Mining Record speaks 
out indignantly on this scheme. It says: 

In essence and purpose, therefore, what is asked 
of the New York Stock exchange is the very worst 
form of the boycott, for it isa barefaced assertion 
to the people of Georgia that they shall not sell 
their bonds here in New York, howsoever but- 
tressed they may be by the faith and pledge of the 
state, until the-people of Georgia shall be forced to 
pay that which they say they do not owe! 

If such a step as thisso strenuously and poten- 
tially urged upon the Stock exchange be not an 
application ofthe boycoit, there is no such a thing 
as logic. And if the Stock exchange can lawfully 
be made the instrument of the purposes of the 
men bebind tbe above quoted paper, then it is 
plain that there isa law, and a very different one, 
in New York, for boycotting, as administered by 
tEe common herd of bakers and car-drivers, from 
boycotting asadministered by bankers and stock 
exchanges. Nous verrons. 


As our centemporary pertinently suggests, 
Mr. Clews and his friends asked the Stock 
exchange todoin principle just what cer- 
tain New York bakers did when they tried 
to prevent people from purchasing bread 
from a certain person who was obnoxious to 
the bakers. The courts punished these 
bakers and denounced their offense as a con- 
spiracy against social order. In what re- 
spect do these bankers differ from the bak- 
ers? Itis not easy tosee. Are they not 
epgaged ina sort of blackmailing scheme 
against an honest commonwealth? Such 
methcds cannot prevail in this country. 
We shall give the names of those concerned 
in them the widest publicity, and it will 
be seen who suffers, Georgia or the sharks 
who are trying to boycott her! 

Local Currency. 

From time to time it is announvzed that 
the country is afil-cted with a plethora of 
mouey. ‘This statement simply means that 
the great financial centers are gorged, that 
Wall street has an inconvenient supply of 
money on hund. This state of aftuirs exists 
at a time when money is exceedingly scarce 
and not to be bad except at a murderous in- 
terest in the country at large. 

Under the national bankiog system, or with 
United States treasury notes constituting 
our role paper currency, we must expect to 
see this condition of things the rule and not 
the exception. Capital attracts capital, and 
the Wall street monopolists will continue to 
absorb a disproportionate share of any circu- 
lating medium of a national character. 

What is neéded to correct this evil is a 
local currency, a currency that will remain 
for the most part within the states where it 
isiesucd. ‘To bring abont this reform it will 
be necestary to return to something like our 
old state banking system. And why not? 
It shoujd be recollected that for generations 
the country prospered under that system. 
The national banks came in as a war meas- 
ure, and have only been kept alive by an 
unjust discrimination. By means of a pro- 
vision in an fact amending the internal rev- 
enue act, approved in March, 1865, congress 
¢fectvally drove fiom circulation the notes 
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of all banks chartered under state lawa by 
taxing all notes issued and paid out by 
them ten per cent per annam, This com- 
pelled about 1,500 state banks to wind up 
their business, at least as banks of issue, 
and of course no new ones have been estab- 
lished. 

The approach of the time when all the gov- 
ernment bonds will have been redeemed 
dtaws attention to the fact that the national 
banks will then be left without a basis. What 
are we going to do about it? How shall our 
banking system be readjusted? The simplest 
and most satisfactory way would be to repeal 
the ten per cent tax and thus leave the field 
open for state banks. That would make the 
circulation of money more general. It 
would give us a local currency that would 
pot all the time be drifting into the coffers 
of a few monopolists of Wall street. Even 
in England the necessity for a local cur- 
rency is recognized. The bank of England 
does not enjoy a monopoly in the matter of 
issuing notes. Under a liberal act, joint 
stock banks are allowed and have been 
established all over England, Scotland and 
Ireland. If a local currency is necessary in 
as small a territory as that of the United 
Kingdom, how much more essential it is to 
a vast country like ours, where the sections 
are so widely different and have such con- 
flicting wants and interests? 

Our local banking system could be safely 
guarded by wise laws. It worked well once 
and it would work well again, As we are 
situated at present, a country farmer cannot 
use his credit at a bank. He can buy sup- 
plies on time at a store, paying about 
thirty or forty per cent interest, but his 
farm is not good enough security to enable 
him to get reasonable accommodation at a 
bank. Weare prepared for the sterotyped 
objection to wild cat banks. Under the old 
system the south had very few ot them, and 
the losses by them were no greater than the 
losses of depositors under the new system. 
The fact is the objection to state banks come 
from Wall street, or are inspired by the 
monopolists of the country. If the people 
will probe them to the bottom they will be 
found to have very little force in them.

SOCIAL SCIBNTISTS. 


Discussion of Aealth Topics--Treatment of 
Hydrophobia. 


SARATOGA, N. Y,, September 15 —The 
American Social Science association devoted today 
to the department of health. The attendance was 
very large, surpassing that of any previous day 
during the present meeting. Dr. Grace Peckham, 
of New York, read acarefully prepared paperon 
the “Nervousness of Americans.”’ She said 
the impression is becoming gemeral that 
Americans are more nervous than Euro- 
peans. Whether it is correct or not, fav- 
agesand the lower classes of all nations are not 
pervous, though possiply an exception should be 
made of the Jews, who snow this weakness in all 
ranks, Nervousness is produced by civilization. 
Theidea thatthe American tendency in this di- 
rection is owing to the climate is not substantiated, 
Repid eating, political excitement and the fever- 
ish rush for wealth are more probable causes, ad- 
ded tothe fact that we are alsoa drug taking na- 
tion. Nervousness is weakness of the nerve cen- 
ters, which thus lose control over the nerve force. 
Nervousness is not altogether an evil, though it 
should be controlled by closer attention to the 
causes which carry it to an unhealthy extreme. 

Dr. H. Holbrook Curtis followed with a paper 
upon ‘‘Noses,’’ which was one of the most unique 
of the meeting and attracted very close attention. 
The gist of his argument was to urge breathiog 
throug h the nostrils instead of through the mouth. 
This pro.er breathing prolongs life, even aside 
from its exclusion of poisonous germs, spores and 
bacterla, which are taken into the system by an 
improper mode of respiration. 

Dr Valentine Mott, of New York, read a paper on 
*Rabies.’’ When bitten by a dog supposed to be 
med the wound should be dashed with water to 
c\esnse it and treated with nitric acid, and excision 
of the bitten part with further cauterization is wise. 
He had visited Pasteur, and strongly supported 
se scientist's theory of prevention through inocu- 
ation. 

The other papers of the day were “The Science 
of Biatetice,’’ by Dr, Wallace Wood, of New York, 
and ‘‘Mineral Water at Home and Abroad,’’ by 
Dr. Titus, Munson Coan, of New York. Dr. Wood 
called a nine course dinner as nine meals in one, 
productive ofgout, indigestion and billiousness— 
‘“exitthe coo enter the doctor.’”’ Dr. Coan 
thought mineral waters ofgreat value, but they 
should be sightiy chosen, rightly prescribed and 
taken only under tbe right conditions,

Beven Hundred and Ninety-Nine Ballote Cast —-Hon. 
J.B. Mosley Withdraws from the Race—J udge 
Ww. M. Sessions Takes His Piace—No 
Sigh of a Compromise Yet. 


The nominating convention of the thirty- 
ffth senatorial district reassembled in the 
basement of the Fulton county courthouse 
yesterday morning at eleven o’clock, Chair 
man Hutchinson announced that the Cobb 
county delegation had not arrived, and asked 
what should be done.

On motion of Mr. Chamberlin, of the Fulton 
delegation, the papers appointing proxies were 
required to be submitted to the conven‘ion 
for inspection. They appeared to be satisfac- 
tory, 

AND THE PROXIES WERE SEATED. 

On motion of Judge Watterson, Mr. W. H. 
Warren was elected secretary in place oi Mr, 
J.B. Alexander. 

Chairman Hutchinson announced that the 
convention was ready for business. 

On motion of Mr. J. W. Goldsmith, the bal- 
loting was begun. The 410th bdaliot resulted 
as follows: 

Cobb county, 4 for Mozley. 

Clayton county, 2 for Mozley. 

Fulion county, 6 for Rice. 

This was the same old tie of Saturday, aad 
caused many in the audience to put on their 
hats and,retire.

EGGS OF MANY BIRDS. 


Curious Collection That a Savannah Man 
Has Got Together. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

‘“‘How’s your collection of oggs coming on?” 
asked a Newa reporter of Mr. Troup Perry 
yeeterday. 

“Nicely,” wasthe reply. “I’ve just got in 
some new ones, and if you’ve a few minuies 
to spare you'll findthem worth looking at.” 

The News man went with Mr. Perry to his 
residence, No. 1005 Abercorn street, and there 
saw more kinds and varieties of eggs than he 
had dreamed were in existence. There were 
eggs of all sizes, shapes and colors, from the 
size of the tiny titmouse, as large as a pea, to 
that of the ostrich, large enough to make a 
square weal fortwo hungry men, The eggs 
are all clatsified and labeled, each set of from 
one to a dozen or more in a separate apart- 
ment, 

“Show me some of the rarest ones,” asked 
the reporter. 

‘Well, here’s about the smallest egg in the 
world. Itis laid bythe California titmouse. 
They are quite common though, and are rc- 
markable only for their size. Here’s some- 
thing not found every day, the rock wren’s 
egg. itis found in California too. The little 
fellows build their nests a'l aloug the Pacific 
coast in crevices of the rocks. Then here’s 
the thrush’s egg. They are quite com.oon. 

have eighteen variciies of them. This is 
one called the Sevainosus warbler, which l 
was toe firstto discover. I found these eges 
on May 15a year ago. They are found ouniy 
in Georgia snd South Carolina, This is some- 
thing I prize very highly—the Florida Tow- 
hee. There. are but two sets in the United 
states, and this is one of them. Hore’s 
the biack spowbird’s egg from New Bruns- 
wick, the fly-catcher from Arizona and one 
from Arbansas. And here’s eomething that 
lots of people get mixed up—the whip-poor- 
will and chuck wili-the- widow. The egg of 
the latter is about twice the size of the four- 
mer. This is afunny fellow, the scarlet tan- 
ager. It never builds its own nest, but lays 
in the first nest it comes across.” 

Mr. Perry brought out the eggs of the bobo- 
link, from Vermont, which visits here in the 
wibter as the rice bird, the starling from Eag- 
land, the cow bird from Yucatan, five varie- 
ties of the blackbird, six of the lark, inciud- 
ing one from England aud one from Mexico,and 
four varieties of the oriole. One of the most 
curious of all was thatof the burrowing of 
Califcrnia, which builds its nest in a hole from 
six to ten feet under ground. Another collec- 
tion Was that of the American cagle from Cab- 
bage islend. Thisisa whiteegg about the 
size of & gocse egg,and withan unusually 
rovgb surface. Then there is the wild turkey, 
1ufiled grouse, plover, fiamingo, sand hill 
crane, pelican, woodcock, gannet, snake bird, 
horned owl, buzzard, crow, gulls, and hun- 
dreds of others which it would be almost ia-— 
portibie to mention. 

“*]’ve been about five years getting this col- 
lect ov,” said Mr. Perry, ‘‘and haven’t near as 
may «2s ] want now.” 

“About bow many different kinds have you 
got alresdy?” 

“About 400 5? ; 

“How do you get your specimens from the 
western states and across the ocean?’

If this crop were backed up by farms that 
produced their own meat and bread, we would 
be in ten years the riches: people on earth. lf 
our cotton was a surplus money crop—if it was 
planted amid corn and wheat fields, pastures, 
barns,smokehonses, compost heaps, orchards 
and patches—if we could keep the four hun- 
dred miliion dollars it pays us every year at 
home, instead of sending it off to buy meat 
and bread and manure to make it with, the 
southern farmer would soon be rich, prosper- 
ous and happy.

Timely Thoughts for Farmers. 

The present isan excellent time to fill the 
barns with forage. The weather is dry and 
most of the plants employed for this purpose 
on southern farms have reached the proper 
degree of maturity. This lattar point is one 
of great importance, because the value of 
forege depends very largely upon the time or 
stage of growth at which itiscut. If cut too 
early, itis deficient in sugar and starch, two 
ofthe most valuable ingredients of food; if 
cut too late it becomes hard and indigestible. 
Avulyses, as well as experience, show that 
forage corn cut after the ear has formed and 
whilst the grain is still soft, is greatiy superior 
to that cut, even as late as the tasseling stage, 
much more so tothat cut at astill earlier 
period of growth, An indirect inference may 
be drawn just here, to-wit: that drilled 
corn should never be sown so thickly 
that it will not “shoot” or try to forma nab- 
bin. Assoonascut put in shocks without 
waiting for it to cureatall. Providea light 
pole about twelve feet long; four feet from one 
end, insert two legs about 24 feet long so it 
will stand up like a shingle gotter’s horse, 
midway between the legs and end of theshor- 
ter arm, bore a hole horizontally through the 
pole and fit a pin two feet long loosely in it. 
As the forage is cut setitupinthe four an- 
gles made by the pin and pole, spread it ont 
moderately at the bottom and tiesecur ly atths 
top, and if tall, also just above the horse, draw 
out the pin and pull out the horse and the 
shock will remain evenly balanced and firmly 
set, and may be left inthe field indefinitely. 
The forage will cure perfectly,the green leaves 
as they wilt. falling down and making a good 
covering for the shock. 

The remarks made above about the time for 
cuttirg apply with equal force to sorghum and 
millets used as forage. The maximum of su- 
gar in sorghum is reached when the grains are 
in the dough state. German millet and the 
grasses, both cultivated and uncultivated, 
meke the best forage when cut whilst the seed 
are passing from the “milk” to the “dough” 
state. One must be very watchful lest this 
stage be passed, especially in the grasses, bo- 
cause the seeds ripen very rapidly after the 
flower heads are formed. Crab grass, for in- 
stance. makes an excellent hay cut at the right 
time—but usually it is mowed so late as to 
make a very inferior article. Uncured or green 
sorghum is superior to the dried or cured as 
forage, and fortunately if cut late in the sea- 
eon, say fromthe middle of October to the 
first of November, it will remain green and 
uninjured for a long time 
if simp'y stowed away under shelter. With 
this crop, therefore, it is well to arrange the 
planting so that the seeds will be just well 
formed about the usual time for a kiiling frost. 
The early amber sorghumis an admirable for: 
ave plant—its value in this respect is far from 
being generally knownor apgreciated. The 
whole plant stem, leaves and heads cut up to- 
gether, makes most excellent food for cows 
and mules. For some horsesit seems to be too 
laxative when fed freely. 

Pea vines form an exception to the general 
rule Jaid down, as to time for gathering. They 
should be mowed when the pods are about 
ba)f matured. Palling the vines up, a3 is 
sometimes done, is extremely bad practice. 
The lower part of the stem and the roots have 
little value as feed tor animals, but very great 
value as food for other plants, and should by 
all meansbe left to the soil. Its claim to 
these is paramount. Pea vines cannot be 
cured in the sun; it must be dune in the shade 
and each one must adopt that method of do- 
ing it which is least troublesome and expensive 
to him. The old fashioned rail pen, with sac- 
cestive floors of rails, the stacking around 
pines having many limbs, with their ends cut 
off at different distances from the body so a; 
te form a cone in outline, or the putting up in 
cocks, at first smal! (high or narrow) and then 
into larger, by combing several in one, as the 
curing process advances, are ail well knowa. 
A few thousand feet of inch plank, ten feet 
long, should be kept on every farm for mak- 
ing temporary shelters. The cost would be 
trifling—the advantage very great for curing 
forage and many other purposes.

Black Prairie Lands—Cotton Dying On, 


Knowing that your constituents represent 
the advance of agriculture, I write that I may 
get the best treatment for black lime lands 
where the cotton plant dies in spots sometimes 
as Jarge as several acres. I do not want a 
theoretical remedy, but a practical one—ore 
‘ested and pronounced acure. I amtold that 
your people use German salts in sach cases, 
buta friend of mine is not pleased with his ex- 
periments in that line. I think the trouble is 
caused by the exhaustion of vegetable mould,

We are not aware that any sovereign reme- 
dy has been discovered for the trouble men- 
tioned. If any reader knows of one, we 
should be very glad to have it. Cotton dies 
in spots,in the manner described, in every 
cotton state, but the trouble is most marked 
and most prevalent in the black prairie soils 
of the west—which in Texas are underlaid by 
a rotten limestone of the cretaceous period. 
The black soil is from twelve to twenty-four 
inches deep, with a yellow clay subsoil be- 
neath. The soil is called ‘waxy,’ from its ex- 
ceedingly close, tenacious character, which 
renders drainage and proper acration very 
difficult. The admixture of a large amount 
of vegetable matter is most imperatively 
called for by such soils, to render them arable 
and productive, and our correspondent’s opin- 
ion that vegetable matter is the remedy for 
the trouble under discussion, is probably very 
near the mark. Surface rooted plants grow 
very well on these soils, probably because air 
and moisture are in due quantity at those 
depths, but top rooted plants suffer. With 
cotton, death begins at the lower part of the 
top root and extends gradually to the surface, 
and when it nears the latter the plant sud- 
denly dies. We have before us analysis of 
such soils from five different counties in 
Texas, and there is no indication of any 
poisonous substance present or of any hurtful 
excess of others not poisonous. Lime is pres- 
ent in rather large quantity, but not more so 
than in other soils where plants thrive. Is 
the trouble less, when the land is first brought 
into cultivation, and therefore better supplied 
with humus, 


Tropical Sugar Cane, Seed Of? 

Does what is known hereas Louisiana 
sugar cane and in Georgia as ribbon cane, pro- 
duce seed in Florida?

It does not 
seedin the West Indies and would not prob- 
ably do so in Florida. 


LeConte Pear. 

Pleate state some of the merita of the Le- 
Conte pear, which are making it so popular in 
parts of Georgia? SUBSCRIBER. 

Asheville, Ala. 

The highest botanical authorities hold that 
all the cultivated varieties of the pear origi- 
nated from the same wild stock. Whether 
this be true or not a variety found in China, 
known as the Sand pear, is very marked, and 
differs much from those of Europe and Amer: 
ica in the greater size of its leaves, which 
are large and glossy-green—in the rapidity of 
its growth, and the comparative ease with 
which it may be propagated from cuttings. 
The origin of the LeConte pear is not fully 
known, The tree from which all of those in 
Georgia sprang, was brought to Liberty coun- 
ty, Georgia, by Major John LeConte, then re- 
siding in Philadelphia, we believe, and 
planted within a mile ofthe writer’s family 
homestead. It so resembles the Chinese 
Sand pear in habit of growth and character 
of foliage, there can be no doubt 
that it is either a seedling of 
that variety which has varied sharply from its 
parent; or which is more probable, it is a cross 
between the sand pear and some other variety. 
If so, it retains the vigor, rapidity of growth, 
character of foliage, ease of propagation f-om 
cuttings, etc., of the sand pear, but has im- 
proved greatly upon itin the chardcter of its 
fruit, which is large, smooth and very hand- 
some, and, though not first quality, is very juicy 
and palatable. For drying, canning and pre- 
seiving it is admirable. The tree is very 
vigorous, an upright grower, matures or bears 
early (four to five years), and bears enormous- 
ly. But like other kinds of fruits it isadapted 
to special localities It grows admirably on 
the seaboard of Geargia and in its southera 
tier of counties, where the later geological 
formations prevail and the soil is rather light. 
In those regions it is free from blight and re- 
markably healthy. In upper Georgia it does 
not thrive, and has blighted, even when not 
grafted on other kinds, but propagated by 
cuttings directly from pure stock from the 
original tree. It is a very early bloomer, and 
not adapted to regions where late frosts occur 
in spring. 

Pea Vine Hay and Fall Wheat. 

Please inform me at what staze itis best 
to cut pea vines for making hsy; also, what 
do you think of following cat stubble which 
has been sown in peas with fall 
wheat? Oblige, 8S. H. PHELAN.

Your first inquiry is answered in article 
elsewhere. Oats followed by peas, succeeded 
by wheat, bas but one objection: if all the oat 
seed have not comeup before the wheat is 
sown, so as tobe killed by the plowing and 
preparation for wheat, the wheat may have 
oats mixed with it. This, to be sure, is not 
probable, but possible. When the weather 
is dry, like the present, there is mach oai seed 
now on the grouad not yet germinated, and 
which would come up as soon as rains occur 
and the land is p'oned. 


Broom Corn Cultare. 

Sutecriber, Enfield, N. C: Please tell me 
how to get the seed out of broom corn, how to 
menace it after it pegins to head, and wha: it ts 
worth: also the address of some prominent broum 
faciory. 

Mr. Frank ft. Logan, president of the Logan 
broom company, of this city, furnishes the follow- 
ing facts : 

The broom corn should be cut just a8 soon as 
headed out, when in the bloom or blossom—while 
perfectly green—before seed are formed, Should 
be threshed within ‘twenty-four hours after being 
cut, Wefurnish regular broom corn threshing 
machines, or for ja small crop,ta farmer with a 
mecbenieal turn could improvise a machine that 
would answer, A cylinder with spikes about the 
size of ten penny pails, with crank attachment for 
immning, will do the work fairly well, After 


threshing the broom corn should be put on racks 
not over two or three inches in depth, in a barn or 
shed, kept well ventilated and stirred once a day 
for ten Gays. In two weeks it will be ready for 
market. Can pack in bay or cotton press. Heush 
to the center of the bale, stalks tothe ends.

The COAL TAR TASTE. 


Mr, Baum Tells the People How to Get Rid 
of it, 


A large number of citizens are raising 4 
general kick against the coal tar taste of the 
artesian water. 

The water is known to be chemically pure, 
and absolutely free from taste or smeil of 
mineral taint. Yet owing to swabbing the 
interior of the pipes with coal tar the water is 
not used by a majority of the citizens, 

Mr Baum, who is authority on the subject, 
says itcan only be remedied by leaving the 
hydrants open for a few weeks, so that an un- 
interrupted flow of water may free it from the 
present taste. There is no scarcity of water, 
for the same authority says the supply is 
sufficient for five times as many 
hydrants as are now planted, 
and there would be no wrong in leaving the 
hydrants open. At the hydrants where they 
are Jittle used the taste of the tar is very 
strong, and very few can drink the water. At 
the one near the Healy building, which is in 
constant use, the taste is not perceptible. 
Msjor Wallace, surveyor, trays the hydrant 
near his home on Waeat <tieet, is not used, as 
the coal tar taste isso strong.

The board met in regular session in their 
chamber at police headquarters, at 8 o'clock, 
with Commissioner English presiding, Com- 
missioner Goldsmith, Commissioner Stephens 
and Mayor Hillyer in attendance. During the 
mecting Secretary Goldsmith read a letter 
from Dr. Baird, secretary to the board ef 
health, in which Patrolman Stroud’s dismiss 1 
from the force was virtually asked for. The 
letter read: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 14, 1586.—To the Honora- 
ble Board of Police Commission—Gentlemen: It is 
respectfully submitted to your honorable body if 
the | tee ag oe of the accompanying clipping, in 
the Atlanta Journal of 12th instant, is promotive 
of good order, proper decorum, or an efficient pub- 
lic service?

Sanitary Inspector Tom Veal made acase against 
Patrolman Hawp Stroud, the Bill Nye of the At- 
lanta police force, on Tuesday, for throwing water- 
melon rinds on the sidewalk. This morning Re- 
corder Anderson fined Hamp §1.75, and the wave 
of sadness that rolled over the police cre- 
ated a poetic inspiration in his versatile mind. He 
mournfully seated himself and composed the fol- 
lowing touching epitaph on Tom Veal: 

Under the sod Tom Veal we'll put, 

Honorable, but to fame unknown; 
Attending to other people’s biz 
Has played the deuce with his temperate zone. 
Tom Veal will 7 out soon or late, 
And swilt will fly to heaven's gate; 
There Gabe will meet him with a club, 
And beat him to Beelzebub. 

“T don’t understand what heis driving at,” 
said Commissioner Stephens. 

‘Possibly the chief can explain,” said Chair- 
man English.
